rCLLKD TO riiOTECT TIIEIIS RESPECTIVE IN- 

TEliEHTS." Such was tho langiirip;o oiii)>loy- 
0(1 by tho orgim-iu-chiof of tlio rrovinciiil 
Governmoni, tho otbor day, in ilosciil)iii!» 
the condition of affairs at Kootouay. In 
uU aoberness, vre ask tlie reader if these 
irords do not oonyey sentence of condom- 
nation against the Government. It would 
lie difficult, indeed, to conceive of a more 
severe commentary upon the Administra- 
tion. Here is one of the ifiost important 
and deserviug commuuiliesin the coiiutry 
left during the greator part of the your in 
a couclition to which tho tonu "niiarnhy" 
is oortaiuly not inapplicable, even tlio or- 
gan being juilgo. Thero was no law. and 
tho pcoplo were "conipoUod" to go "arm- 
ed,"— take tlio law iuto their own bauds, 
liiko tlio .Tows at tho ro-building of. tho 
Temple, tboy hold tho weapon of defence 
in one hand, whilo wielding the imple- 
ment of industry with tho other. It was 
for intimating that such a condition ex- 
isted on tho soutliorn frontier that tliia 
journal, some months ago, was subjected 
to the coarso attacks of the organ. It was 
for pointing out tho grievance now so 
fully admitted that we wore accused of 
being ' 'in league with the Yankees to in- 
jure tho country." But tho people have 
long since learned t« laugh at tlio eccen- 
tricities of the organ<and it is to a more 
prulitable phase of tho subject that atten- 
tion is invited. In depicting tlio state of 
anorchy existing on the southern border, 
our contemporary has unwittingly paid 
the highest posiiblo compliment, con- 
structively, to the people of that part. As 
was stated in a former article, tlio "Peo- 
ple's Governn'ont," whilo neglecting 
Kootenay in every other respect, did not 
forget to send tho Tasgatherer. Excel- 
lent care was taken that tho uttermost 
farthing of taxation should bo extorted. 
Indeed this was tho solo reminder th.at 
there was a "Government" somowhoro in 
the country. Hero wo have the anoinaly 
of a people "walking around armed" in 
order to afiford to life and property that 
protection denied by a so-called Govern- 
ment, and yet loyally continuing to pay 
tribute to a dead Ciosar! Why do peoi)li.' 
pay faxes ? To support a Crovni-nnu'iit. 
What is a Government forV T<3 ali'ord 
protection to life and property. Who 
could have been snrprisoil if tlio.JO people 
"walking around armed" to do w.hat the 
Government ought to have donefortliom, 
had refused to p.iy tlioir taxes ? How- 
very easy it would have lipi'ii fur them to 
protect their jiocliet.s against thu raids of 
a domestic enemy — turn tlieii' ••arms" 
agftinat those who were extorting money 
under false jjretenccs V Eut wo see they 
did'nt do that. With a degree of for- 
bearance rarely to be met with now a 
days.they continued to pay for that which 
they didn't receive. Thoy complained, it 
is true, — as wlio wouldn't.'' But how 
were their just complaints met at tho 
hands of tho Government? Tlie Premier's 
own newspaper was placed at tho disposal 
of a miscreant to " Whito"-wash the Gov- 
ernment and blacken and slander a ro- 
speotable and loyal community! Now that 
the organ has incidentally, probably acci- 
dentally, admitted tlie truth, wo once 
more urge the Government to do justice 
to Kootenay. As was ixnntod out in pre- 
vious articles, this District possesses pe- 
culiar claims to consideration. Its im- 
portance in an ogrionltural point of view 
seems to be but fittlo understood. A very 
largo area of fertile land exists under con- 
ditions eminently favorable to devolop- 
mont. Its mineral wealth has scarcely yet 
been touched. i There will be no Utopian- 
ism in saying that ere long the noise of 
quartz mills and the rattlo of mining ma 
oninery will disturb the pristine quietude 
ond astonish the natives of that region. 
During nearly a whole docado has Koote- 
nay rankod among the gol<i lieids of Hri- 
tish Columbia; and since the lirst excite- 
ment occasioned by the glamour of gohl 
discoveries subsided into a more rational 
and practical spirit very considerable pro- 
gress has been made in permanent indus- 
tries, and during all that time Koote- 
nay has been contrilmting its full 
quota towards tho general rc.'venue, 
Avithout, it inUBt bo admitted, getting 
much in return. , Eut, singiilarly enough, 
to the so-called "People's (rovcrninent" 
was reserved the perfidy of taking aw ay 
what little thoy had. This was donu, 
doubtless, in pursuance of the principal 
enunciated in tlie Pr(!niier'ri lirst spc:ocli 
in ollioe, — "Mtiin/ j]Ii/iis>ci:-i (tru c^.n-i/linl to 
a strong G'ovennnent, u/nl Ini-i/c snhiries 
areindiapensible to the of Minialcr.'!." 

"What a*atirowa.s this doctrine updii tho 
man's former political professions! Wo 
have odverted to tlie favorable conditions 
presented for sottlornont; and this leads 
to another ([uostion, a Federal one, which 
WB do but repeat ourselves in urging up- 
on tho attention of our roprosontatives at 
Ottawa. We refer to the ostablislinient 
of a military post on tho border. As was 
pointed out on a former occasion, it is on- 
ly a foaling of insecurity to life and p.\ - 
])urty arising from the close jiroximity of 
the homo of the Elackfcet and the occa- 
sional rostlessneas of the Kuolc.'nais that 
has prevented a very great inci-caiu; in flu; 
settled population. Jjocil;in!i: at tho mat- 
tor from a national stand-ijoint, it S('(;1]1S 
most desirable that Eritish Columbia 
should presenta botterf ice nt this the only 
point of irnmediato contact -with hor 
noigbbonr. In a Provincial point of 
view, it is oven moro necessary tliat Brit- 
ish outhorit^ should bo strengtlioiied and 
British institutions consolidated in Koot- 
enay; and we would, therefore, while 
oallmg upon tho local Go vornmunt to act 
justly by thot; important part of the 
country, seek to impress upon tho Feder- 
al authorities tho duty and fhn Mi ■doni 
of at onco carrying out the suggestion of 
Col. Eobertson-HoHs in this respect.
